LITTLE ROCK—(/T1)—Three consti- 


tutional amendments and two initiated 
nets will be submitted to the Arkansas 
electorate in the November 3 general 
election. 


Two other proposals were ruled off 


the ballot. The supreme court burred 
A. L. Rolcnbcrry's proposed old age 
Vcnsion act for insufficiency of title, 
lite secretary of .slate held Rep. Leo 
Nybogi'seditions insufficient for sub- 
mission of an amendment to prevent 
the legislature from enacting tax bills 
without popular vole. 


Measures Ui be voted on follow: 


Amendment No. 22 


Proposed constuutioiiiil amendment 


No. 22 would authorize the stnto leg- 
islature to pass :i law providing for 
prosecutions in criminal cases on in- 
formations filed by prosecuting at- 
torneys. 


The proposal drew the active back- 


ing of Governor Futrell. who declared 
it would result in a savinns of hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars nnnunlly 
and not remove any legal safeguards 
from a person charged with crime. 


The 1935 general assembly sponsored 


teb amendment by resolution and fil- 
ed it with the secretary of state March 
20, 1933. 


It provides: 
1. That rill offenses heretofore re- 


quired to be prosecuted by indictment 
may be prosecuted either by indict- 


I'mcn^,by.j».. grari',1 jur.v or ,«,riformj)1ion 
filed by the prosecuting attorney. 


2. That the general assembly of Ar- 


kansas shall by law determine the 
iimount and method of payment of sal- 
aries of prosecuting attorneys. 


Amendment No. 23 


Proposed constitutional amendment 


No. 23 would exempt homesteads up 
1o $1,000 valuation from taxation. 


Lieutenant Governor Lee Cazort is 


sponsoring Ihc amendment. 


"The home of each and every resi- 


dent of the stale," the amendment 
says, "whether or not such resident bL' 
m;,rried or unmarried, male or female 
shall be wholly exempt from all state 
taxes . . . in all cases where such 
homestead docs* not exceed the as- 
sessed valuation of ?1,000. 


"Where the assessed valuation of 


such homestead exceeds $1,000, this ex- 
emption shall apply to the first $1,000 
of such valuation." 


The referenda gives the legislature 


authority to increase the exemption up 
to $2,500, requires the assembly to re- 
store any funds which might be lost 
through the exemption, but prohibits 
it from imposing any new tax for 
Ihe purpose. 


"Nothing herein shall ever be con- ] 


strued, applied or administered so as 
to impair any right of any holder of 
any bond, note or other obligation 
heretofore issued or assumed by the j 
state and now outstanding." the pro- 
posal reads, "but thi.s amendment shall 
in every respect be construed, applied 
and administered so as to fully protect 
all the legal rights of all .such hold- 


rs."

Because a pair of laughing eyes look- 


ed into those of a king, because a 
petulant mouth twislcd down al a 
critical time, monarchies and min- 
istries have fallen, and the whole his- 
tory of Europe is different from what 
it might have been. 


That is why

fondness of King Edward VIII for 
Mrs. Wallis Simpson of Baltimore, 
Mel., is more than an exciting bit of 
gossip. Whether is results in marriage 
or not, the fact that an American born 
woman, born to no titled position, is 
close to the ear of the English king 
might conceivably change the course 
of history. Similiar relationships be- 
tween roayalty and commoners in the 
past have often changed it. 


If Henry VIII had not fallen widly 


in love with a mere girl of 19, Eng- 
land might be a Catholic country to- 
day, and there might be no Church of 
England.

Charles II established the first home 
for war veterans. 
Had a little mil- 


liner's apprentice not laughed care- 
lessly with Louis XV and murmured

have been no French Revolution.

Love at First Sight 


Anne Boleyn, the first of Henry's six 


wives whom he married 
for love, 


probably swayed his reign more than 
all the others put together. She was 
the daughter of a minor courtier and 
climber, Sir Thomas Boleyn. 


Anne was not very pretty accord- 


ing to today's standard, but she sang, 
danced, played the harp, was a lead- 
er of fashion, and had dazzling black 
eyes. When the king first met her, in 
the garden of her father's home, he 
forgot the long years of his married 
life with Kathcrine of Aragon, and 
went to Cardinal Wolsoy mumbling 
that Anne had the wit of an angel and 
was worthy of a crown. 


But she was not to have it for a long 


time. Aiinc, though young, knew her 
way about. She had seen her sister 
become Henry's mistress, only to be 
discarded. She herself would be no 
less than queen, she told Henry. And 
Henry already had a queen.

cillus botulinus. 


Such contamination produces a con- 


dition known as botulism, which is 
more dangerous to life and health 
than is contamination by the other 
germs mentioned. 


The botulinus germ is most frequent- 


ly a contaminant of food that has been 
improperly canned. The articles con- 
nected most commonly with food pois- 
oning of this type are meat and meat 
products, and foods which are mixed 
and stored for a considerable time be- 
fore serving. 


Of" 1174 instances of food poisoning 


in the United States from 1910 to 1925, 
148 were due to meat, 330 to fish, 480 to 
vegetables, 111 to fruit, 63 to soup, and 
72 to milk. 
. 


A serum against the .germ of botul- 


ism, has been prepared and is available 
in many state health departments. If 
poisoning is diagnosed as botulism, ar- 
rangements should be made to take 
advantage of the anti-botulism serum 
as soon as possible. Delay is exceed- 
ingly dangerous and may result in 
death. 


Many of the earliest symptoms of bo- 


tulism are confused early with serious 
disturbances of the nervous system. 
If the person begins suddenly to see 
double, if he has vertigo, dizziness, or 
shock promptly after eating food about 
which, there has been some suspicion, 
iriadtdal adviee should be obtained im- 
mediately.

PLAN FOR PLAYOFF 


The Governoring Board of the Ar- 


kansas Athletic association will meet 
in Little Rock next month in an effort 
to work out some plan to determine 
the state high school football cham- 
pionship. Arkansas has needed such a 
system for years. At the end of each 
season two or more teams present 
strong claims to the title. Efforts to 
get these teams together have been 
unsuccessful. 


Several proposed changes will be 


discussed and voted upon. Included 
in these proposals is the so-called 
"Clary play-off plan." 
This plan 


would work something like this: 


The Executive committee of the state 


association would meet the second 
week in November each year and 
consider claims for the state cham- 
pionship. The committee would elim- 
inate all claims except four and these 
would play for the state championship 
not later than one week after the clos- 
ing of the regular season. 


The Executive Committee would 


have full authority for matching the 
teams in the play-off and setting the 
time and place of the games. Officials 
of the games would be named by the 
committee and all expenses would be 
paid by the committee. Each team 
would receive 40 per cent of the gate 
receipts with the other 20 per cent go- 
ing to the state association. A trophy 
would be awarded the winning team.

Electric 'ears', automa- 
tic range finding, and more rapid fire 
will cause the life of a pilot in the 
next war to be hazardous indeed."

The tumult grew when Hen- 
ry established Anne in a mansion, Suf- 
folk House, to which he had private 
access through the palace of the card- 
inal. 
The public uproar was getting pretty 
lot even for Henry. He created Anne 
a peeress, with the title of Marchion- 
ess ; of Pembroke, and \ himself placed 
the robe of state and golden, coronet 
upon her. 


Then, in 1533, when Anne was 32 


years old, the royal chaplin was sud- 
denly summoned to an empty attic in 
Whitehall. There, before only a few 
'ormal witnesses, he married Henry 
and Anne. 


The annulment of the former mar- 


liage to Katharine was easily pro- 
cured through Cranmer, and Anne 
Boleyn, daughter of a minor courtier, 
was queen of England. The corona- 
;ion ceremonies soon followed, anil 
Anne was brought amid fireworks and 
'e.stival down from Greenwich to the 
f'ower of London. 


And there, within three years, she 


was to die. 


Mother of Queen Elizabeth 


Almost immediately after the cor- 


onation the cry against Anne was re- 
sumed. Letters an petitions came to 
the King imploring him to "put away 
this Jezebel." Their first child was 
a girl, and Henry's petulant rage miglv. 
not have been assuaged even if he 
had known that the child was later to 
be Queen Elizabeth, which he didn't. 


The second child, a boy, died at birth, 


and again Henry was faced with the 
prospect of no male heir. Court in- 
trigues grew, and it is one of the black- 
est marks against Anne's growing ar- 
rogance that 
she 
helped persuade 


Henry to sentence to death Sir Thomas 
More, lord chancellor and a tried and 
faithful servant. Yet, a convert to the 
Reformation, Anne used her influ- 
ence with Henry to get his permi.s- 


sion for the translation of the Bible. 


Anne never forgave Katharine, the 


queen .she had deposed, and against 
Henry's express order, appeared at the 
funeral of her predecessor dressed in 
violent yellow instead of mourning 
black. This appears to have been a 
final straw, for shortly afterward Anno 
was forced to watch Henry visibly 
transfering his affections 
to Jano 


Seymour, who was destined to be 
next in his succession of wives.

Henry, 


whose exact truth it is impossible to 
determine, v/cre then made, and the 
cjueen was arrested, making a last 
plaint as she entered the forbidding 
Tower, "Shall I die without justice.?" 


From "my doleful prison in the 


tower," Anne wrote a desperate and 
pitiful appeal to Henry, saying " . . . 


Ju have chosen rne from a low estate 


to be your queen and companion, far 
beyond my desert or desires . . . Try 
me, good king, but let me have a law- 
ful trial 
never prince had wife 


more loyal in all duty and in all true 
affection . . . " 


Jests in Face of Dcalh 


There are two opinions of Anne 


Boleyn in history. One is that she 
was a designing hussy who delib- 
erately traded on the king's passion to 
get herself on the throne and advance 
her own designs. The other is that 
-he was a comparatively guileless girl 
who yielded to the king's ardent woo- 
ing only after long pressure and with 
spine misgiving. But both views unite 
in admitting that Anne was magnifi- 
cent in death. 


When the court condemned her, 


Anne made a last pitiful plea to Henry 
which was never delivered. Then she 
prepared to die. 


On the fatal morning, she discussed 


tier death with Kingston, lieutenant of 
the Tower, and joged about the heads- 
man of Calais who had been imported 
from France to do the deed. "1 have 
heard say the executioner is very 
good," she laughed, "and I have a 
little neck." 


On the scaffold .she was calm and 


dignified, and in a last little speech 
she said, "I pray God to save the 
King and send him long to reign over 
you, for a gentler and more merciful 
prince there was never. To rne was 
ever a good and gentle sovereign lord." 


And then, as a murmured prayer for 


ler soul breathed from the lips that 
Henry had so often kissed, the sword 


mine.

Oven Thermometers 


Oven thermometers have come to 


the rescue of many a cake baked'iiV 
Hempstead county farm homes where 
this piece of equipment has been found 
' to be an indispensable instrument, ac-

| An oven in which the heat cannot be 
controlled is ineffective and wasteful. 
An oven thermometer, which can be 
bought for only 25 cents, saves time, 
'energy, and materials, Mrs. Ida A. 
Fenton, extension in home manage- 
ment, University of Arkansas College 


i of Agriculture, points out. 


A too-hot oven prevents proper ris- 


ing in cake baking, as a hard crust 
is formed which usually breaks open 
on top. The texture is uneven, .soggy 
in some spots, and has large cells in 


I others. Sponge cakes require a lower 


j temperature than butter cakes, and 
|should be baked at 225 degrees until 


fully risen and the dough is set, when 
the temperature may be raised to 'MO 
degrees to finish baking. A butter 
cake should be placed in an oven at 
about 330 degrees, and the temperature 
raised to 350 degrees when the cake 
is well risen. 


Pastry requires a hot oven, 425 to 


450 degrees, in order to be light and 
flaky. The best made pastry will be 
heavy and soggy if it is baked in a 
sloy/ oven. Biscuits should also be 
baked at an oven temperature of 425 
to 450 degrees.
